23.—The 
prospects 
of peace seem 
desperate, 
but they are not hopeless, despite the 
prevailing pessimism. 
There is still 
a chance and the forces working for 
peace 
are continuing their 
labors. 
The president failed twice, hut he is 
fighting on. The result of Ambassador 
Meyer’s audience at Peterhof Wednes­ 
day was unsatisfactory, but at least 
It was not a rebuff. 
It left the door 
open and within a few hours after the 
receipt at Oyster Bay of Mr. Meyer’s 
account of his audience the president 
had sent a new appeal through 
M. 
Witte, 
who received it from 
Mr. 
Peirce about 3 o’clock Thursday morn­ 
ing. 
The emperor had already in ef­ 
fect declined the proposed compromise 
offered by Japan. 
He had refused it 
because under 
a disguise 
Japan of­ 
fered to withdraw' the articles asking 
remuneration for the cost of war on 
condition that Russia repurchase from 
the military possession of Japan the 
northern part of Sakhalin at a fixed 
pri* e of 
1.200.''bo,non yen—the esti­ 
mated "trois de guerre." 
Every mes­ 
sage received from Peterhof, including 
those that came early Thursday, was 
indexible upon that point. 
Had Japan r.ot inserted 
the sum, 
had that been left for future adjust­ 
ment. the proposition would undoubt- 
«oily have proved more palatable. And 
the Associated Press is in a position 
to state that the 
divergence in the 
compromise as suggested by the presi­ 
dent and as offered by Japan at the 
conte ren e which was 
mentioned iii 
press 
dispatches Wednesday 
night 
touched this very point. 
The prest 
denr did not suggest any price or the 
fixing of a price and it is believed, al­ 
though this cannot be affirmed, that 
his latest effort is to secure the con­ 
sent of the emperor to agree to accept 
the Japanese 
proposition with 
the 
amount subject to future adjustment 
by an arbitration board or otherwise. 


Offered to Divide Sakhalin. 
According 
to 
the 
Japanese, 
M. 
Witte has already offered to divide 
Sakhalin. 
If the repurchase of Sak­ 
halin were placed upon a purely busi­ 
ness basis, the 
following few' lines 
from the authorized statement of the 
Russian position given to the Asso­ 
ciated Press Wednesday night should 
be borne in mind: 
"All that Japan does is to join the 
question of Sakhalin with that of a 
cash payment and to insist ii [ion war 
costs under the name 
of purchase 
money. 
The transaction is fictitious 
and the terminology misleading. 
If 
what is proposed be in truth a pur­ 
chase and sale, it should he treated 
as such: and therefore, should Rus­ 
sia decline to buy the territory, Japan 
should keep it and conclude peace on 
the basis of the concessions already 
made.” 
Japan, it is believed, would make 
the further concessions suggested 
if 
Emperor Nicholas would commit him­ 
self to this /solution. 
This statement 
is based upon the wrords of the Japa­ 
nese 
authority 
most competent 
to 
speak. 
When asked if It was correct 
as reported, that the Japanese had 
said their last word, and that all hope 
was over, he replied: 
"No; we have 
not 
declared 
our 
proposition 
of 
Wednesday was our irreducible mini­ 
mum. We care not 
of assuming a 
threatening attitude. 
That is not the 
way we make peace.” 
But the plenipotentiaries themselves 
no longer control on either side. The 
negotiations have passed from their 
hands to their principals at Peterhof 
and Tokio. 


Emperor William Opposes Peace. 
Most persistently 
the report con­ 
tinues to be circulated here that Em­ 
peror William has been 
one of tl^e 
main obstacles to peace, that while 
ostensibly in sympathy with the presi­ 
dent’s efforts he is advising Emperor 
Nicholas not to 
yield. 
The founda­ 
tion for this b^ief is the fact, which 
app* ars 
fully 
confirmed, 
that 
M. 
Wit c’s instructions were made more 
imperative and intransigeant upon the 
ideation of indemnity and cession of 
territory after the kaiser’s interview 
with Lie Russian emperor in the Gulf 
ai Finland. 
Beyond this, no evidence 
i : offered. 
It is significant that M. Witte made 
it a point Thursday night to express 
his disbelief in the report from St. 
Petersburg which caused considerable 
consternation here, that Count Lams- 
dorff had authorized Reuter's agent to 
declare that Russia under no circum­ 
stances 
would 
pay

tither direct or indirect or make am 


cession 
of 
territory 
whatever. 
M. 
Witte said he could not Imagine that 
Count Lamsdorff could 
have autho­ 
rized such 
a statement 
without In­ 
forming him (Witte).

grams had been received by M. Witte 
from St. Petersburg. 
All came from 
Count Lamsdorff 
and all wrere

However, it is posi­ 
tively stated that the cablegrams an­ 


nounced that direct 
pourparlers are 
jow 
in progress between

Nicholas and President Roosevelt. 
According 
to a competent 
Japa­ 
nese authority, Baron Komura and Mr. 
Takahira are opposed to the waiving 
of Japanese demands for reimburse­ 
ment of war expenses. 


CRISIS * R APID LY 
APPRO ACHIN G. 


Question of Peace or War Soon to Be 
Decided. 
Oyster Bay, Aug. 25.—A crisis^ in 
the peace negotiations is approaching 
rapidly. 
Whether 
there 
is 
to 
be 
peace between Russia and Japan, or 
a continuance of the war, will be de­ 
termined ver\ 
likely within 
a few 
days. 
Since he made his direct appeal to 
Emperor Nicholas, 
President Roose­ 
velt. has been awaiting developments, 
'hopeful that such efforts as he has 
felt proper to make to avert a fail­ 
ure 
of the Washington 
conference 
might not be futile. 
Thursday these 
developments began to appear. 
A re­ 
port from Ambassador Meyer at St. 
Petersburg of his audience with Em­ 
peror Nicholas Wednesday 
was re­ 
ceived 
and 
in 
addition 
some 
im­ 
portant 
advices 
from 
Portsmouth 
reached the president. 
They were re­ 
garded as so urgent that as soon as 
they were received in the executive 
offices in the village they were car­ 
ried to Sagamore Hill 
by a trusted 
executive clerk. 
The utmost secrecy is maintained 
regarding the communications, not the 
slightest intimation of the nature of 
their contents being permitted to be­ 
come public. 
It is quite certain now that in addi­ 
tion to making a direct appeal to the 
Russian emperor to take such meas­ 
ures as may bring the pending nego­ 
tiations to a successful issue, Presi­ 
dent 
Roosevelt has 
communicated 
wdth the Japanese government along 
similar lines. 
Whether 
that appeal 
was made directly to the emperor of 
Japan, 
as in the 
case of 
Emperor 
Nicholas, cannot be ascertained.

Starts on Preliminary Work 


In Northern Minnesota 


DRAINAGE Or SWAMP 
LANDS 


ON THfe CUYUNA 


Owned by the State, NA hicli Will 


Be Important to the Agricul­ 


tural Interests of State 


John Abercrombie, chief engineer of 
the S tate Drainage Topographical sur­ 
vey. was in Brainerd yesterday after­ 
noon having returned from the north 
where he has been doing some prelimin­ 
ary work in connection with the com­ 
prehensive survey which is to be made 
in connection with drainage of swamp 
and m arshy lands owned by the state un­ 
der an act of the last legislature. 
Mr. Abercrombie looked 
over the 
ground thoroughly and will in a few 
days announce his plan for the cam­ 
paign. 
This system of drainage is in­ 
tended to be one of the most compre­ 
hensive th a t has ever been inaugurated 
in this state. 
The law provides for a commission to 
carry out the provisions of the act and 
one of the first duties th a t will devolve 
upon this commission will be to ascer­ 
tain the number of acres of low wet 
lands belonging to the state that it is 
necessary to drain in order to make them 
fit for agricultural purposes, where the 
same is located and what ditches and 
drains should be constructed to drain 
the said land. 
In the execution of this 
act this commission is directed to have 
made a complete and accurate survey 
of the location, size, route, beginning and 
term ination of this comprehensive sys­ 
tem. 
Engineer Abercrombie stated that 
this work will take some time and that 
they did not expect to be able to file 
their field notes, etc., with the state 
auditor before November 1,190*1. 
Northern Minnesota embraces thou­ 
sands of acres of swamp land, which 
when drained properly, will prove of in­ 
estimable value and the work now be­ 
ing carried on is therefore very import­ 
ant.
